Charges of Corruption Against Municipal Legislators Made 
in the Meeting To-Day.

Assembly on Friday night. Long before the 
hour set for the meeting men began to pour 
through the doors of the exchange,and it soon 
became evident thatthe community had been 
deeply stirred byjthé action of the CityCouncil. 
Faces familiar to the citizens, but seldom 
seen upon the floor of the Exchange, were 
visible on all sides, and it was plain that a 
great popular demonstration was about to 
take place. The space between the 
rostrum and the fountain was tightly 
packed, and the crowd not only occupied the 
steps, but overflowed into the hall beyond, 
occupying the floor as far as the door. 
THE MEBTING OPENED. 

At 12:25, President Cox mounted the ros- 
trum and rapped for order. He sald: ‘This 
is not a méeting to dénounce anyone, but to 
consider the advisability of presenting a peti- 
tion to Mayor Noonan asking him to 
refuse to sign the gas Dill recently passed. 
It nas been called by the Merchants’ Exchange 
and all citizens a d to participate. It 
is pow in order to proceed to the election of 
a permanent chairman.’’ 

On motion of E. O. Stanard Mr. Cox was 
unanimously elected Chairman, and he calied 
upon Seth W. Cobb to present the resolutions 
that had been prepared. Mr. Cobb said that 
they would speak for themselves and handed 
them to Joseph Carr, who read them. The 
resolutions as presented were as follows: 


Whereas, The ordinance authorizing a con- 
tract with tne St. Louls Gas Works Co., 
passed by the Municipal Assembly at its last 
meeting, is ot such a character as to deserve 
the condemnation of everyone who has the 
real interests of the oity at heurt, and 

Whereas, It may be advisable in the future 
for the city to engage in the manufacture and 
sale vf gas to its citizens, yet the ordinance 
above referred to being so replete with pro- 
visions unjust and unfair tothe city; there- 
fore 
Be it resolved that we, the citizens of St. 
Louis, in mass-meeting assembled, earnestly 
request the Mayor to withhold his approval of 
said ordinance. 

Be it resolved, That each member of this 
meeting be requested to actively co-operate 
in the work of securing signatures to the peti- 
tion to the Mayor which has been at this 
meeting, and that they return said petitions 
to the Secretary of this Exchange not later 
than4 p.m. Thursday, December 26. 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this meet- 
ing appoint a committee of seven persons, 
who shall present the petition of the citizens 
to the Mayor at such hour on Friday, Decem- 
ber 27,'as may be designated by the Mayor. 


E. O. STANARD'S ADDRESS. 

After the resolutions were read Chairman 
Cox avrgmounced that they were open §for dis 
cussion, and requested the meetings to desig- 
nate some speaker. There were loud cails of 
‘‘Stanard!’’ ‘‘Stanard!’’ and that gentle man 
stepped to the front. 

It is not my Intention,’’ said he, to dis- 
euss at length the provisions of this bill which 
has called us here. They are easily under- 
stood, and have been fully ex- 
plained in the dally papers. I 
wish simply to ask the citizens to think 
about the matter, all thatis required to con- 
demn it is thought. Iflcorrectly understand 
the feeling of the citizens of St. Louis, they 
do not desire to enterinto any such con- 
tract with the three or four men whose names 
are on the Dill in question on the terms 
therein provided. By reading the first few 
sections you will see that the city.will be com- 
pelled, if this bill becomes a law, to pay 5 per 
cent interest on $4,500,000 for a term of thirty 
years, besides all repairs and taxes, 
and at the end of that period 
must buy the works or grant a fifty-year char- 
ter. Mr. Fiad, President of the Board of 
Public Improvements, who is known to all of 
you, declares that the works proposed will 
not cost to exceed $2,000,000. St. uis cer- 
tainly does not want to pay5 per cent inter- 
est when its bonds, are bearing but 34 per 
cent. 

THE HONEST MEN 

and taxpayers do not wish to enter into a 
contract with the three mén mentioned in the 
bill, and their arsociates obligating them- 
selves to pay the sum of „000 a year as in- 
terest for thirty years. This would mean a 
payment of over $7,000,000 in interest charges 
alone, in addition to Insurance and repairs, 
and at the end of that periédd the city would 
have to pay far above the value of the plant or 
grant a longcharter. The manner in which 
the bill was railroaded through the Council is 
familiar to you all. In my legislative exper!- 
ence I never Knew of an important 
measure being treated. The bill 
should have been taken up section 
by section, its friends should have explained 
fully ite advantages, and its opponents have 
been given a chance to speak against it. In- 
stead of this it was rushed through, and the 
gag of the previous question applied to 
shut off discussion. Ihaveno hésitation in 
saying that lam very suspicious of such leg- 
islation. Ido not believe thatthe citizens of 
St. Louis would elect a Mayor capabie of 
signing such a bill, and Ido not believe that 
Mayor Noonan will do so.’’ 

JAS. O. BROADHEAD’S PLAIN TALK. 

Gov. Stanard was heartiiy applauded, es- 
pecially when be referred to the suspicious 
circumstances connected with the passage of 
the bill. No sooner had he taken his seat than 
there loud shouts for Broadhead, and Ool.

A COMMITTEE ON FRAUD SUGGESTED. 

In case this should happen we should not 
stop. A committee should be appointed to 
investigate the manner in which the 
b was passed, with the ob- 
ject of ascertaining whether or 
not there{had been fraud, and'if there had, to 
bring it before the grand ey. Let the male- 
factors be brought to justice, whether the bil 
becomes a law or not. It is the 
only way to stop open cor- 
ruption. In closing I wish to state 
that if this bill receives therMayor’s signature 
itis very doubtful whether ornot it will be- 
come a law. That it violates the spirit of the 
charter is unquestionable, but whether or not 
it violates its letter is yery doubtful. The 
manner in which the bill was passed indicates 
almost positively a corrupt combination, and 
a committee to investigate the whole matter 
should be appointed no matter what Mayor 
Noonan does. 

NOT AN ISOLATED CASE. 

Col. Broadhead was heartily cheered as he 
left the rostrum, and also frequently inter- 
rupted by applause during his speech, the sug- 
gestion of a committee for fraud be 1 
with thunders of applause. George W. Parker 
was the next speaker. ‘‘lam in no way inter- 
ested in this bill,“ he said, except as a 
citizen of st. Louis. I do not own 
a share of gas stock, but I own 
gas, and am interested in 1 it as cheap 
and of as good quality as possibie.

It is by no means the first time that 
the citizens have had cause for shame at 
some of the legislation that has 
gone through our Municipal Assembly. It may 
be that all the members of that august body 
are honest, but in (that case not a few of them 
are strangely lacking in intelligence. The 
manner in which foreigners have. come to 
this olty and obtained rivileges that 
were refused the citizens of St. Louis with 
the most disastrous results to the interests of 
the city is very astonishing. We of the rail- 
roads have often felt this, and I believe that 
there was something dishonest in more than 
one railroad bill. We ought to adopt stringent 
measures with certain gentiemen or there 
will be more ‘unwise’ legisiation,’’ 

At the close of Mr. Parker’s remarks, Field- 
ing Mansgeld stepped to the front in response 
to many calls. I am no speaker, said Mr. 
Mansfield, ‘‘and will simply ask you to take 
the petition, copies of which are ready for 
distribution, and obtain as many signatures 
as you can.

ELIJAH F. STONE 

was the father of the infamous scheme in the 
House of Delegates. He introduced the bill 
into the Municipal Assembly, fathered and 
defended it in the House, and through 
his advyooacy and influence it passed 
through that body. Mr. Stone comes from 
the Twenty- eighth Ward. He occupies one of 
the twenty-elgnt seats inthe House of Dele-. 
gates. He receives $365jperannum from the 
city for the services he is supposed to render 
as an occupant ofthat seat. The remainder 
of the sum necessary to his suppert he earns 
as a lawyer. Mr. Stone is one of the very few 
men who have sought to be returned to 
the House of Delegates many times. 
He has spent a number of years in that body. 
There have n and are other members in 
the Twenty-eighth Ward who would have re- 
lieved him of the service, but he has steadily 
refused to be relieved. His service there has 
not added to his reputation materially. He 
has acquired a style of oratory not suited to 
courts of law. He has developed a congres- 
sional ambition, as yet unsatisfied by mention 
ina nominating convention.

This morning be was asked if he regarded 
the bill as just and equitable to the city. 

Just look at the way the gas companies 
have been robbing the city,’’ he exclaimed. 

As a lawyer he should have known that 
the old gas companies were not on trial and 
references to their crimes did not justify 
the attempt of the Branham-Brookes- 
Johnson-Hardesty combine to loot the 
City Treasury.

IN THE HOUSE OF DELEGATES. 


How the Lobbyists Engineered the Gas Bill 
in That Branch. 


The course of the gas bill through the House 
of Delegates was accompanied by aA great 
many strange features, and the history of its 
passage is a queer one. The methods adopted 
all go to prove that those interested in the 
passage of the bill knew that the scheme 
could never get through openly and every- 
body had a chance to learn what it®*was. In 
toe House of Delegates some of the members 
‘did not get any opportunity to learn 
what the bill really meant. Delegate E. F. 
Stone saw to thatand Delegate Stone took a 
very unusual interest in the bill. 

At the regular meeting of July 11, Delegate 
Stone introduced House Bill No. 283, it was 
read the first time and, as is usual in the 
House, the first reading was looked upon as a 
mere formality which had to be gone through 
with so that none of the members paid an 
attention to it.

The sale is to take place atthe works of the 
company On the southeast corner of Second 
and Convent streets and the whole property Is 
to besoldinalump. As has been previously 
stated In this paper, this property consists of 
two city blocks of real estate at the works, a 
block of real estate at Fourteenth and Gratiot 
streets, aloton Bartie avenue and a lease- 
hold on a city block on the levee. Thenjthers

THE WOULD-BE SUICIDE’S ARREST. 

Dr. Jordan was sitting in his chair at the 
City Dispensary about 2:30 Sunday morning 
when an officer entered with a young girl, ap- 
Harentiy about 18 years of age, who was 
weeping bitterly and protesting with the 
officer ugainst being restrained. Dr. Jordan 
gave ber a chair, and after kindly inquiring 
what was the matter, asked her to teil her 
story. She said she wanted to die, but that tne 
police had prevented her from doing so. She 
refused to give any account of herself except 
that her name was Jessie Miller, and that she 
was tired of life. She wave her age as 16 years, 
and said she was unmarried but would not 
tell where she lived. She laughed and cried 
at intervals and was very hysterical. Dr. 
Jordan was unable to elicit any further infor- 
mation from her and decided that the best 

lace to send the poor girl to was the City 

ospital, so an ambulance was called and she 
was taken there. 

At the Third District Police Station, to which 
the girl was taken on being arrested, she was 
very incoherent and reiused to say anything 
except that hername was Jessie Miller, and

His 
brother called at the room and found Ahl- 
brandt still conscious with a bullet in his 
breast and with evidences of his having taken 
olson. Ahlbrandt said he was tired of life 
ut would give no reason for his rash deed, 
but indications pointed to the fact that he had 
for some time maintained two separate estab- 
lishments. He refused to say anything about 
Die life, however, and in a day or two died 
from the effects of the poison which he had 
taken.

THE PROBLFM WHICH THE POLICE ARE 
TEYING TO SOLVE. 


Victims of Thugs and Footpads Report Their 
Experiences for Investigation by the Po- 
lice—A Daring Daylight Robbery on the 
Levee by Five Negroes—A Washington 
Avenue Pedestrian Assaulted by Thugs. 


HIS morning war- 
rants were sworn 
out charging Ber- 
nard Hermantz, Ed- 
ward Hemple and 
John Knipp with at- 
tempted highway 
robbery. 

This is the out- 
come of a myster- 
ious fight which took 
piace in Cheltenbam 
on last Thursday 
night. David Jones

The cases against all of the 
parties for disturbing the peace were 
docketed fortrialin the First District Police 
Court Saturday morning, but were continued 
on account of Hermantz’s injury. Jones 
says he had 3320 in hie pocket at the time of 
the assault. Knipp has been captured. 
A DAYLIGHT ROBBERY. 

Amost daring daylight robbery occurred 
yesterday afternoon on the levee at about 4 
o’clock. Joseph Kroese, a German, who lives 
at Belleville, had come to St. Louis to see the 
sights and after dinner meandered down to 
the river where be was engazed in the pleas- 
ing occupation of looking at the boats tied up 
along the levee. Five negroes quietly stepped 
upto him demanded that he hand out his 
valuables, presenting in forcibie lan- 
guage the alternative of having his 
head smashed in. Kroese protested, but 
seeing that the men were in earnest, pulled 
out a roll of bills containing $20 and handed it 
over together with a silver watah. The rob- 
bers coolly divided the spoils and walked 
away leaving Kroese standing bewildered on 
the levee. he victim said he was unable to 
give any description of the negroes as he was 
too surprised to pay any attention to what 
they looked like.

HE DESIGNS A COSTUME FOR Ai MASCULINE 
CUSTOMER. 


Artistic Outfit for a Stage Romeo 
Failureof the New Play at the Comedie 
Francaise—The Success or Failure of 
Plays—A London Ghost Story and Its 
Outcome.

ARIS, Dec. 7.—It ig not alto- 
gether a new departure sor M. 
Worth to occupy himself with 
masculine costames. Itis on 
record how an American gen- 
tieman once asked him in joke 
if he would not make a suit of 
clothes for him, since all the 
English tailors had taken to 
making ladies’ gowns. And, 
in the palmy days of the Em- 
pire, the dukes and princes of the imperial 
court were wont to use all sorts of influence to 
get him to make for them the fancy costumes 
for the balls that were so frequently 
given atthe Tulleries. For Worth is a thor- 
ough artistin his way and his creations are 
never commonplace, so Mr. Perugini, our 
American tenor, had a brilliant inspiration 
when, desiring to take with bim to the United 
States a pecullarly novel and effective dress 
in which to appear as Romeo to the Jullet of 
Mme.

LUCK IN THE NEW MOON, 


Curious Superstitions as to the Potency of 
Lunar Influence 


The potency of lunar influence in worldly 
matters was at one time almost universally 
acknowledged, says the London Graphic, and 
even now many of the errors and superstitions 
connected with the moon will hold their 
ground among the rustic population of the 
country. Not only ia the restless ocean gov- 
erned by the pale luminary of night, buta 
kind of tidal arrangement is supposed to 


and brains fluctuating with the increase and 
waning of the moon. It is a popular belief 
thatthe rays of the latter, falling upon a 
sleeping person, cause his face to become 
distorted, and, as some aver, even deprive 
him of bis senses—in fact, lunatics were so 
named from their supposed susceptibility to 
lunar influence, and ‘‘moonstruck’’ is a 
common term fora state of mental aberra- 
tion bordering on Imbecility. 

The phases of the moon are supposed to 
exert u marked influence over the growth of 
mushrooms, and formerly, in order that their 
flesh might not waste in the cooking, the best 
time for killing pigs was considered to be 
when the moon was onthe increase or near 
the full. One sometimes meets with the 
superstition that when the moon comes in 
and goes out on a Sunday seed planted dur- 
ing that month will not grow. Hair, it t 
said, should be cut at the new moon, other- 
wise it is Hable to fall off; corns, on the other 
hand, should be cut during the waning of the 
moon iu order that they may gradually di- 
minish and ultimately disappear. 

It is customary with country people to bow 
or curtsy to the new moon, and by some it is 
also supposea that a wish made at such a time 
will be gratified. It is heid, too, that the 
money in one’s et should be turned for 
luck. To see the new moon through glass, 
however, is considered unlucky. When the 
mooa is on its back—that is to say, with the 
horns of the crescent pointing upward—it is 
thought by some to indicate fiost. Sharp 
horns of the new moon are supposed! to pre- 
sage wind, and when the outline of the enti 

lanet can be traced it was, in Scotland, 
ooked upon as s sign of bad weather.

The popular indignation which has been 
aroused by the passage of the gas steal 
through the Municipal Assembly will ac- 
complish a poor result if it stops with 
mere defeat of this particular measure. 

The action of the Mayor on the bill will 
of course determine the judgment to be 
passed upon him by the people, but 
whether he vetoes the measure or not, 
there is excellent reason to believe that 
the promoters of the outrageous job will 
never be able to secure their object. The 
courts, in all probability, will pronounce 
the ordinance illegal and void. 

The great point of value tothe commu- 
nity to be gained in this or any other case 
in which money or corrupt influences in- 
duce public officials to betray their trusts 
is the condemnation of boodling and 
the punishment of boodlers.

lanta This Morning. * 


The South Mourns the Loss of a 
Representative Man. 


> 


The Fatal Hlness of the Brilliant Young 
Editor—Pathetic Scenes at the Death- 
Beda—Strong Men Break Down and Weep 
When All Hope Is Gone—Fiags in South- 
ern Cities at Half Mast — Universal 
Mourning in Georgia—Mr. Grady’s El- 
oquent Speech at the Banquet of the New 

England Society. 


ATLANTA, Ga. Dec. 23.—Henry W. Grady is 
dead. Death came at 3:40 this morning. Its 
coming had been feared by those who had 
watched the case closely, but no body expect- 
ed it so soon. Thescenesat his home during 
the last hours were most pathetic. It was 
shortly after 11 o’olock that Dr. 
Everett announced that Mr. Grady was

sinking rapidly and that the end was near. 
Then it was that all the members of the family 
and relations gathered about the sick bed, 
hoping against hope, yet praying that the 
cup might be taken from them. Friends who 
had, at the doctors’ suggestion, left the house 
a few hours previously were hastily 
summoned. The same question, the 
same answer: No hope, no. Strong 
men wept like children, one by one, 
then stole back, gazed for a few seconds upon 
the ashy pale face and came back with bowed 
heads and burdened nearts. They realized 
for the first time that death was inevitabié, 
there was no hope. He was still unconscious. 
At 3:40 he drew his last breath and the great 
heart was still. The funeral has not yet been 
definitely arranged, but he will be buried in 
Atianta probably on Thursday. 


Mourning at Charleston. 


CHARLESTON, 8 C., Dec. 28.— Henry W. 
Grady’s death has caused universal regret in 
Charleston. His loss is regarded as a public 
calamity. As soon asthe news was received 


here the Stars and Stripes were placed at half 
mast on the News and Courier building. 


His Life. 


Henry Woodfin Grady was born in Athens, 
Ga., May 17, 181, and was educated at the 
University of Georgia and at the University of 
Virginia. At the last-named place he was a 
college mate of John W. Daniel and ofJohn 
Wise. His father was a wealthy business man 
of Athens, bo, although a Union man anda 
supporter of Bell and Everett, went with his 
State when she seceded, and while gallantiy 
leading the Twenty-fifth North Carolina regi- 


ment at Petersburg was shot seven times and 
died from his wounds. 

At the age of 2) Henry W. Grady was editor 
of a daily paper—the Commercial, published at 
Rome, Ga. The paper was ahead of the town 
and he left it to embark in the Herald, which 
has gone Into history as the liveliest paper 
ever printedin Atlanta. No paper has ever 
approached its dazzling brilliancy. Mr. 
Grady’s artners in the enterprige were 
Alexander St. Ciair-Abrams, now in Florida, 
and Col. Robert A. Alston, who in 1879 was 
killed by Capt. Coxin the capitol of Atlanta. 
One of their wild schemes was paying $150a 
day for several months for a special mail train 
to deliver their Macon mail. The absurdity 
of thething will be understood when it is 
stated that the entire edition of the Herald 
was worked off on an old oylinder press 
printing less than 2,000 an hour. 

„Jas young. and we did many foolish 
things, said Mr. Grady, It was reckless 
inexperience that made the Herald so lively.’’ 

HIS FINAL TRIP NORTH, 

The Herald died, as might be expected, and 
one day in 1876 Mr. Grady used to tell now he 
took an inventory of all his earthly effects, as 
follows:

Eleven dollars. . 

Very soon after calamity overtook the Herald 
Mr Grad walked into the New York Herald 
office and got into the room of Thomas B.Con- 
nerv, the managing editor,

His ‘‘NEW SOUTH’ SPEECH. 

In December, en Grady, as a representa- 
tive Southern man, was invited North to 
answer the toast, “The New South,’’ at the 
dinner of the New Engiana Society of New 
York City, to commemorate the landing of the 
Pilgrims. The speech made on that 
occasion first brought him into prominence 
all over the country. It was a surprising 
— account of its eloquence... 

a surprising speech 
coming Soutbern editor. 
It was received with the wlidest applause at 
the banquet, was printed in whole or part lu 
all the leading newspapers of the country 
and its delivery made Grady a man of national 
8 thereafter. The follewing extract, 
the zem of the effort, is taken from a report 
printed in the Post-DrsPaTog at the time, and 
shows the applause which the unexpected 
effort received: 

THE GEM OF THE SPEECH. 

‘*Pardon me one word, Mr. President, spok- 
en for the purpose of vetting into the volumes 
that go out annually freighted with the elo- 
queue of your speakers—the fact that the

But from the union of those 
colonists, from the strangling of their pur- 

es and the crossing of their blood,siow per- 
ecting through a century,came he who stands 
as the first typical American, the first who 
comprehended within himeelf all the strength 
and yentieness, ali the majority and grace of 
this republic—Abrabam Lincoln. [Loud and 
long continued cheering.] He was the sum of 
Puritan and Cavalier, for in his ardent nature 
were fused the virtues of both, and in the 
depths of his great soul the faults of both 
were lost. [Renewed applause. He was 
rater than Puritan, greater than Cava- 
ier, in that he was an American {renewed 
applause] and that lu bis homely form were 
first gathered the vast and thrilling forces of 
this ideal Government—chbarging it with such 
tremeudous meaning and 80 elevating 
it above human i suffering, that mar- 
tyrdom, though infamously aimed, came 
as a fitting crown to a life consecrated from 
its cradle to human liberty. [Loud and pro- 
longed cheering. 

Let us each, cherishing his own traditions 
and honoring his futhers, build with reverend 
hands to the type of that simple but sublime 
te, in which ali types are honored, and in 
the common glory we shall win as Americans 
there will be plenty and to spare for your 
e and for mine. [Renewed cheer- 
ng.

Therefore I cannot 
say that the cause of Irish distress is to be 
found in the Roman Catholic religion. An hon- 
orable friend near me gays that 
it arises from the Irish people 
listenlug to demagogues, but when I 
look to the Northern States of America 1 
see there people who listen to demagogues, 
but who undoubtedly have not been wanting 
in material prosperity. It cannot be dema- 
gogues, Romanism or the Celticrace. What, 
then, is it? Lam afraid that the one thing 
which has been peculiar to Ireland has been 
the Government of England.

FIFTY APPLICANTS FOR DIVORCES AS 
PRESENTS ON TO-DAY’S DOCKET. 


A Sad Throng Seeking Legal Separation— 
Mrs. Mariah Miller Has no Trouble Get- 
ting a Divorce—Separated Forever on the 
Anniversary of their Marriage—Judge 
Withrow on National Banks—N otes. 


S THOUGH desirous 

of making Christmas 

as pleasant as possible 

for the saddest of all 

litigants, the divorce 

petitioners, the judges 

had all the default 

divorce dockets set for 

to-day. There were 

fifty cases in all on the 

dockets of the five 

rooms this morning, 

| and the hearing of 

these took up the 

i 70 entire day. Many 

petitioners were given 

a Christmas presentinthe shapeof a decree 

of divorce, and in these cases the present was 

received very thankfully. It is seldom that 

so@large a docket is disposed of with 

so many cases dismissed for want of 

prosecution, and this gives rise to 

the suspicion that the feeling of charity, 

forgiveness and general good will towards all 

men, which crops out even in the bitterest of 

character at this season of the year, has taken 

possession of a number of the plaintiffs in 

divorce cases, and they were willing that their 

cases should be dismissed, hoping that some- 

thing may turn up which will prevent a per- 
petual separation. 

Perhaps the saddest case of any on all the 
dockets was that of Mrs. Mariah Miller against 
Louis Miller. The petition briefly states that 
the plaintiff was married to the defendant in 
July, i884, andin September of this year she 
discovered he had another wife living when 
he was married to her. The truth is, Mr. Mul- 
ler left a wife and child in Russia more than 
twenty years ago, and after his arrival in this 
country kept up a correspondence. A war 
came on and, aftera long while, he was in- 
formed his wife and child had died. 
After several years he married 
again. The first wife and child 


did not die, however, as stated, and last year 
the boy, now a young man, cametothis city 
from Russia leaving his motherin Baltimore. 
Friends of Miller's seeing the striking re- 
semblance between the stranger and Mr. Mill- 
er brought them together one night last 
spring, and the father recognized his boy. The 
mother was telegraphed for, and a week later 
the second wife sorrowfully withdrew from 
Miller's home and entered a suit for divorce. 
Both Mr. Miller and the lady who secured the 
divorce were innocent, and she takes the 
matter very philosophically. 

The cases of Patrick Costello against Sarah 
Costello, and Emma against Gustave Carter, 
both on Judge Dillon’s docket, were dis- 
missed for want of prosecution. 

Mrs. Hedwig Blank secured a decree of di-

On her release she fellinto the same 
habit and pawned the household furniture 
to satisfy her appetite. He said he could 
on it no longer, and last October left her.

Desertion pure and simple was the plea 
which secured a decree for Robert Robertson 
in his suit against Tavetha.

Nineteen years ago to-day Mr. Lizzie Martin 
‘Was married to Fred Martin in this city and 
lived with him until October 17, 1888, when ske 
teft him, she said, because he was an habitual 
drunkard and failed to support her. She was 
granted a decree and was restored to her 
maiden name of Beritz by Judge Dillon. 

Mary B. Sarber secured adecree of divorce 
from Judge Dillon on the statement that her 
husband, Ferdinand W. Sarber, deserted her 
August 16, 1886, two months after marriage. 

Mrs. Sadie E. Noble was married to Scott B. 
Noble in June, 1883, and according to her tes- 
timony he deserted her in June, 1865.

In 
1888 the Supreme Court of the United States, in 
referring to the act of 1878, held that ‘it now 
stands, as it did erizinaliy, as the paramount 
law ofthe land that attachments shall not 
issue from State courts against national 
banks, and writes into all State attach- 
ment laws ar exception in favor of nationa 
banks. That since 1873 all the attachment 
laws of the State must be read as if they con- 
tained a provision in express terms that they 
were not to applyto suits against national 
banks. While the law as it stood prior to July 
12, 1882, gave the proper State and Federal 
courts concurrent jurisdiction in all ordinary 
suits against national banks, it was careful to 
provide that the jurisdiction of the Federal 
courts should be exclusive when relief by at- 
tachment before final judgment was sought.’ 
Pacific Nntional Bank vs. Mixter, 126 U. 8., 
721; First National Bank of Kasson vs. Leadue, 
89 Minn., 415; Safford vs. Fir-t National Bank, 
17th Atlantic, R. (vt) 748. ‘The-power to cre- 
ate carries with it the power to preserve, and 
if Congress was of the opinion that the useful- 
ness of these institutions was likely to be 
impaired by the tying up of their 
funds in distant States, pending a liti- 
gation, protection therefrom is a reason- 
able exercise of such power to preserve.’

In my 
opinion it results that an attachment can uot 
lawfully be issued by a State courtagainst a 
national bank or its property before final 
judgment, even though tne defendant has 
roperty within this State and the national 
ank is located and carries on business in an- 
other State.

THE’GOVERNOR’S FRIEND. 


HOW HE TOOK THE BUTCHERS’ MONEY AND 
DESERTED THEM. 


When the Bill Came Up ina the Senate He | 
Was Called Off by His Boss, Who Sus- 
pected Him of Treachery tothe Bill— 
Commanded to Leave Jefferson City, He 
Got the Governor to Appoint Him on His 
Staff to Go to New York for the Centen- 
nial Celebration, 


HO was the railroad 
lobbyist who took the 
butchers’ money and 
then deserted them in 
their hour of need? 
That is the query of 
many who have been 
following the tale of 
boodle, as related in 
the PoOst- DISPATCH. 

Thisis the one potnt 
upon which the butch- 
ers are reticent. They 
simply refer to him as: The Governor’s 
friend.’’ 

W hen the leading butchers first reached the 
conclusion that they would have to use money 
in order to have their bill given favorable 
consideration they called a meeting 
of the association and made 
all the members acquainted with 
the situation. It was decided to raise about 
$3,000, and a committee was appointed to so- 
licit subscriptions. No information was given 
to the association by the principal advocates 
of the bill in regard to how this 
money was to be used. None was 
asked, for all the members were confident 
that the funds would be used to the dest possi- 
bie advantage by those to whom they were 
intrusted. The engagement of a lobbyist was 
known, therefore,to only a few in the associa- 
tion. The man who solicited the contract 
was hired because he had agreat amount of 
experience in that sort of business, and be- 
cause he, as 

THE GOVERNOR’S FRIEND,’’ 

was thought to wield more influence than any 
other person whose occupation was tbat of 
shaping legislation. The Governor’s friend 
came high, but it was a case of must have 
him,’’ and his terms were accepted. He con- 
fidently asserted that he would be able to 
carry the bill through without a doubt and the 
butchers belleved him. He could very prob- 
ably have fulfilled his promise Bad not other 
inducements led him to discontinué bis efforts 
in behalf of the billjust at the time when his 
support was most needed. 

The butchers’ bill was a side issue With 'the 
Governor’sfriend.’’ His regular business in 
Jefferson City is to look after the interests of 
certain railroads. There was no reason, how- 
ever, why he should not devote a little of his 
time in helping the butchers’ bill. It was in 
line with the railroad interests, in fach had 
the indorsement of the railroad magnate, in 


whose hire ‘‘the Governor’s friend’’ is, at 
each session of the Legislature. 

This much was learned from Representative 
Clohesy in the interview had with him bya 
PosT-DISPATCH reporter Saturday night. 
When asked whether he had ever heard why 
‘*the Governor’s friend’’ was for the butchers’ 
bill 


MR. CLOHESY ‘ 
at first sald no, but immediately corrected 
himself, and stated that he remembered hav- 
ing been informed that the lobbyist referred 
to was supporting the meat inspection meas- 
ure because the railroad company which em- 
ployed bim to look after its interests consid- 
ered that the — of the bill would bring 
about a big increase in transportation. 

Why did he leave Jetferson City then when 
the fight on the bill was being made in the 
Senate?’’ 

The butthers have their opinion about that, 
and they claim that their explanation is the 
only reasonable one which can be given of the 
**Governor’s friend’s’’ conduct, 

It is thatthe inducements of the Big Four 
were too flattering for “the Governor’s 
friend’’ to withstand. In plain words they 
accuse him ofselling out. They assert that 
they do not believe he used money given by 
them to him as he said he would but that he 
**salted’’ it. 

Their explanation of his going away is that 
his ‘‘boss’’ discovered his treachery to the 
butchers’ bill and insisted that he must not 
carry out his foul purpose. He was not in a 
Bid amt to continue work in behalf of the 

fll, and so his boss’’ concluded that the 
best thing thatcould be done wouid be to 
have him go away. 

It was here the Governor stepped in to the 
rescue of hie friena.’’ 

For the lobbyist to have gone away from 
Jefferson Oity at that time without some good 
reason would have excited general suspicion.

The Turkish Sultan’s Presents to His Ger- 
man Imperial Visiters. 


The enthusiasm of the Turks during the 
visit of the German Emperor and Empress to 
Constantinople was unquestionably very 
great, says the London Truth, but I hear that 
the pendulum will swing in the other direc- 
tion now that the mauvals quart d’beure de 
Rabelais’’ has arrived.

them, the Sultan’s presents to his imperial 
uests were valued at upward of £60,000. The 
mpress received a diamond brooch and 
necklace, which cost £30,000, and six Immense 
chests hiled with the richest oriental stuffs 
and embroideries, as well as a number of car- 
ete and shawis of Turkish manufacture. The

AN HISTORIC HUME: 


The Old Quincy House at Quincy, Mass., Is 
Threatened With Destruction. 


From the Boston Herald. 


The announcement that the ancient Quincy 
house, located in the city of Quincy, is likely 
soon tu be torn down, in order to make way 
for a modern dwelling at or near its site, will 
arouse in many New Englanders something 
more than regret. It seems like a piece of 
vandalism which the sons of the Puritan fore: 
fathers should not consider fora moment. The 


Quincy house was bullt in 1685, with extensive 
improvements, that made itin structure what 
itis to-day, added in 1865. The testimony to 
this statement is found in Judge Sewall's 
diary, and it is corroborated by President 
Quincy of Dedham. Another homestead 
egually old is the ancient Fuirbanks farm- 
house in Dedham. here are many other old 
homes scattered alo the North and South 
shores, which have an interesting history 
and are carefully preserved in their 
original style. These ea: liest New 
Engiand homes have a charucter that is 
distinctive and unique. Most of them are 
built in the style of the English farmhouse of 
the time of Milton, with a lean-to roof; but 


the original manor houses of England of two 
and abalf centuries ago. One of these, the 
celebrated Knox mansion, located at Thomas- 
ton, Me., and probably the finest old house of 
its kind in New England in its day, was ruth- 
lessly torn down by the inhabitants of that 
town because it Interfered with the lumber 
room of aship yard. It looks as if in Quincy 
a similar outrage might be enacted in allow- 
ing the most interesting and historical 
structure in that city, with the exception of 
the Adams house, to be destroyed for no other 
reason than that the property can be made to 
realize more money if itis cut up into bouse 
lots. Now that the Quincys and Adamses 
have practically ceased to give a distinctive 
character to the town of Quincy, anything 
within its limits, not excepting even the dead 
cedartree that stands on Merrymount and 
looks now as it did when the first part of the 
Quincy house was built, that carries us back 
to the olden time, is of priceless value; and it 
is for this reason that this ancient home ofa 
New England gentieman should be faithfully 
and carefully preserved. 

It hae only had five occupants as families 
since it was erected. The original estate on 
the death of Mr. Quincy, was divided, and 
the elder branch took the house and occupied 
it till after the volution. It was then 801d 
to Mr. Alleyne of Barbadoes, who transferred 
it to Mr. Black, an Irish gentieman. The next 
owner was Mr. Daniel Greenleaf, the owner of 
the old feather store in Dock Square. Then 
Mr. Peter Butler leased the property, and has 
justgiven it up after a rental of thirty-five 

eurs. To-day, lize the Old South Meeting 

ouse In this city, it bas paseed beyond the 
time when it would be chosen, inatead of a 
modern house as a place of residence. It be- 
longs to the city of Quincey to save it from 
demolition and to preserve it religiously as 
one of the famous homes of the forefathers. 
— is a genuine object lesson in Puritan bis 

ory. 

Its low-studded rooms, its exposed cross- 
beams, its ancient staircases, its secret cham- 
ber, its quaint hiding-places «lve ita charac- 
ter more unique than that of the Pepperell 
mansion at Kittery or the Wentworth mansion 
at Newcastie. Close beside it is to be the 
future park of Quincy, anil consistent with 
the uses of such a park is the reservation of 
this Puritan homefor a museam of New En- 
gland antiquities, or for any other purpose 
that will secure its preservation. It is be- 
lieved that it is nut too late to save this house 
from the vandalisw that awaits it, 

What would we not give if the house where 
Gov. Bradford lived at Plymouth had been 
preserved as he left it? Who would not be 
glad if the home of Gov. Winthrop had been 
preserved? How pany historical points are 
to be found all rough New England 
where the pre-ervation of a famous or 
characteristic building would be prised be- 

ond measure to-day if ic had been protected 

rom decay? Our citizens rose to the situation 
when the destruction of the Old South Meet- 
ing House was threatened, and the ople 
saved it. It rests with the people of Gainey 
whether they shall appropriate afew thousand 
dollars for the preservation of their most 
valuable and historical home, or shall allow 
to be lost through neglizeace what their chil- 
dren wili pe pene blame them for not hav- 
ing preserve 
It is more than a local question. All New 
England bas an interest in the preservation of 
such a unſque and representative home. 
People from the West and South yearly make 
pilgrimages to the Atlantic coast tosee what 
relics ure left that belong to the earliest set- 
tlement of the country. It is by such fine 
specimens of the anctent dwelling house as 
the Quincy mansion affords that the pational 
traditions are verified with the seeing eye. We 
cannot afford to lose these relics of an e«ariler 
day. Boston would be reproached by the 
woole count if it should consent to the 
destruction of old Christ Church and the Oid 
South Meeting House, and Quigcy will be 
charged with vandalism if it permits the old 
Quincy mansion to be destroyed.

A QUEER DRAW. 

The referee then said that it was Imposeible 
to secure fair treatment for Slavin and de- 
clared the fight a draw. Slavin was full of 
fight to the finish. 


Robbed of the Fight. 


LONDON, Dec. 23.—A report received here of 
the Smith-Slavin prize-fight in Belgium says 
that Slavin showed all through the fight that 
he was the better man. A number of roughs 
at the ring-side, armed with knuckle-dusters 


and sticks, tried to reach Slavin over the 
ropes, and the Australian was struck several 
times. At the end of the thirteenth round 
Smith left the ring. Slavin remained and 
claimed the fight, but the referee would not 
a ward it to him. After a hort time Smith re- 
turned to the ring. During the next round 
there was great uproar all around the ring. 
At the close of the round Smith was very sick, 
Slavin was perfectly well. The fight lasted 
twenty-two minutes. It was reported at one 
time that Slavin had been killed, but this re- 
port proved false.

From the account above, it appears that 
Slavin knocked the life out of him to- 
day, although he was surrounded bya gang 
of thugs, armed with ‘‘knuckle dusters,’’ 
which is probably the English name for our 
brass knuc!kles.

But 
there is even a worse charge than that to be 
made against him. It will be seen by the 
cable report that Smith left the ring 
during the fight. That being so, the 
reieree had nothing to do but award the fight 
to Slavin. This is expressly provided by the 
London prize ring rules, as follows: 

Rule 26—That if a man leaves the ring, either to 
eseape punishment or for any other purpose, with- 
out the permission of the referee, unless he is invol- 
untarily forced out, he shall forfeit the battle. 

But it was easy for the referee to get over 
this plain provision. for the telegraphic re- 
port of the fight says that he decided that it 
was impossible to secure fair treatment for 
Slavin, and he therefore declared the fight a 
draw.“ He must have been a daisy.

THE LATEST COMBINE, 


Eastern Cattlemen to Establish Supply 
Depot for Dressed Beef. 


RV Telegraph to the Post- Drspatca. 

ALBANY, N. I., Dec. 23.—The latest thing in 
combines has to do with dressed beef, and 
has for its object the establishment of supply 
stations in the East and the shipment of cattle 
on the hoof to be killed at these stations in- 
stead of being shipped dressed. The move 
ment has been kept very quiet, but from what 
has been learned the new concern will have 


its headquarters at Karners, a small place 
on the Centrai Hudson road, about six 
miles west of this oity. Wiiliam H. 
Monroe, the largest cattle dealer at 
West Albany, is said to be the leader of the 
movement, He now runs extensive slaughter- 
houses at Brighton, Mass., and has been a 
formidable competitor of the Western dressed 
beef concerns. He buys his cattle atthe Un- 
jon Stock Yards, Chicago, III., and ships to 
his huge abbatoirs by special trains. It is said 
he has received aid from the rallroads in his 
competition withthe Western houses, in the 
way of he freight rates for his cattle on 
the hoof. It is an open secret that the rail- 
roads have in every way tried to hinder the 
dressed beef shipments on account of the 
reducea freight receipts which resulted, 
The equivalent of two or three loads of live 
cuttle car be shipped in one of tue new patent 
refrigerator cars. It looks now as though the 
Western dressed beef concerns had decided to 
kill all beef intended for consumption in the 
East in this part of the country, and to event- 
ually establish houses in five or six places in 
case the Eastern stations prove a success. 
With this end in view G. H. Hammond & 
Co., whose principal offices are at Ham- 
mond, Ind., have formed a  co-part- 
nership with W. H. Monroe, and forganized 
astock company with a reported capital of 
$7,000,000. Thosenamed as principal stock- 
holders are George Hotchkiss of New York 
and Anthony Comstock of Providence, R. I.

CHURCH OF LATTER DAY IDEAS, 


Wonderful Services in Which a Judge, a 
Lawyer and a Banker Participate. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 23.—A judge, a 
lawyer and a banker occupied the pulpit in 
company with the pastor at the New 
Plymouth, or the Church of Latter Day Ideas, 
last evening. The three secular gentlemen

THK UNION PACIFIC, 


President Adams Talks About the Road’s 
Branch Lines. 


Bos rox, Mass., Dec. 23.—The following in- 
terview is published here to-day: 

President Adams ofthe Union Pacifis says: { 
„The Oregon Short Line Consolidated Co. 
has now a clear field with no floating debts 
and its account with the Union Pacific dis- 


charged through the recent sottiement under 
which the Union took bonds for advances 
made, The 1 Navigation and the Ore- 
gon Short Line business has been adversely 
affected by the dry winters of 1889-89. No 
snow on the mountains in Oregon means a 
light crop of wheat in the valleys the follow- 
ing season. The Oregon Navagation earnings 
are still suffering from this cause, which is not 
likely to occur again. The Oregon Sbort Line 
will suffer a loss of $500,000 this year through 
the Oregon Northern but will ‘nevertheless 
earn a surplus over all interest charges. This 
deficit next year shall be much smaller, if not 
whoily wiped out. The Oregon Short Line 
will also have next year earnings from the 
Spokane Falls line and from the Cour 
d Alene extension, both of which will yield 
large business. The building of the 140 miles 
into the Pioche country and the widening of 
the gauge from Ogden; north will furnish a 
large additional business next year in the 
territory ofthe Oregon Short Line system. 
The Oregon Short Line hss got through its 
trials. Comparatively speaking it is not 
heavily capitalized and enters now on a fleid 
of great promise. The country through 
which it runs is growing rapidly. The trou- 
bles with the Oregon Railroad & 
Navigation Oo. have deen adjusted. 
The result of the recont con- 
solidation was to leave a large amount of 
bonds in the company’s treasury, and I don’t 
see but that the future of the Oregon Short 
Line and Utah Northern is very great. Sena- 
tor Frye of tbe Senate Committee investigat- 
ing the Pacific roads, recentiy asked us for 
statistics as to the benefits to the Union 
Pacific of its branch line system. We took the 
figures of the largest branch system 
and were astonishe to find that the 
net amount earned by the Union 
PacifiC on trafic interchanged with 
the Oregon Short line and Utan Northern line 
and 32, 500, 000.

ANOTHER OF MR. DIERKES’ FAMOUS. DOCU 
MENTS BEATENIN COURT. 


How the Punishment of Criminals Has Been 
Delayed by His Refusal to Inotude All of 
@ Guilty Trio in His Warrant—His Blun- 
der Was Pointed Out, But He Refused to 
* 
Correct It. 


LARGE docket of lottery 
cases was called in the 
Court of Criminal Cor- 
)rection this morning and 
disposed of in the usual 
way. Continuances and 
j delays were all there was 
D to report. One point, 
however, is settied, and 
here should be no fur- 
ther delay in the prose- 
1 cution of those guilty of 
— the law forbidding the 
publication of lottery advertisements. Jonn 
Gllbert was acquitted on the graund that the 
business manager of the sheet who prints 
puch advertisements is the man responsible 
for them, not the pseudo editor. 

The acquittal isthe fault of Mr. Bernard 
Dierkes, who through ignorance and stub- 
bornness refused to issue warrants for all the 
responsible persons and in selecting only one 
furnished an opportunity for them all to 
escape. Mr. Dierkes was advised to issue the 
warrants for the President, business manager 
and editor, all of whom share the responsi- 
Dility,* but succeeded in getting his famous 
loop-hole in the warrant by issuing it for one 
Only of the guilty two, thus enabling him to 
shift the responsibility. The Post-DIsPATCH 
warned Mr. Dierkes of what the result would 
be time and again, but he stubbornly refused 
to heed the warning, 

A jury acquitted John Gilbert of the charge 
of advertising the sale of lottery tickets. The 
members of the jury did not believe that Gil- 
bert was in any way responsible for the publi- 
cation of the advertisement and tney ordered 
his discharge in consequence. 

Gilbert is and haa been for some time the 
po-called editor of alocal evening publication 
called by its promotorsa newspaper. On the 
evening of December4an advertisement ap- 
peared in the columns of that sheet which di- 
rected the attention of the readers to the semi- 
annual drawing of a Southern lottery. A war- 
rant wassworn out charging Gilbert with a 
misdemeanor in sanctioning such an adver- 
tisement. His case appeared in the Court of 
Criminal Correction over a week ago, when 
the attorney for the defendant moved that the 


information be quashed. Th motion was 
overruled and the case set fol December 21. 
Gilbert asked that a jury be ca, to try him. 
Accordingly the case was hea \ yesterday. 
Proceedings were commenced t about 11 
o’ clock in the morning. 

THE EVIDENCE. 

But little evidence was submitted. Officer 
Rudolph testified to purebasing a copy of the 
sheet of the date of December4 which he ex- 
hibited. The advertisement was shown to 
the jury. 

Mr. McDonald, the attorney for the de- 
fense, then raised the point that ildert was 
not the editor and publisher of the sheet as 
charged inthe information. To refute this 
the copy of the sheet bearing John Gilbert’s 
nanie, at the head of the editorial 
column was again produced. Officers 
French and Maloney took the stand. 
They ewore that on the afternoon of Decem- 
ber 18 they went to Gilbert’s place of business 
and inquired for him. Being conducted into 
his presence they inquired if he was the ed- 
itor and publisher of the sheet mentioned in 
the information. He replied tnat 

HE WAS THE EDITOR. 
They then turned the conversation in another 
direction and soon left the office. An employe 
of the sheet was also sworn. He testified that 
Gilbert wrote editorials and appeared 
to be in charge, He said he 
received orders from Gilbert and was ex- 
3 to obey them. But, blessed ignorance, 

e had been employed on the sheet for over 
eighteen months and did not know who was 
its editor. The section of the statutes relat- 
ing tothe publication of advertisements of 
lottery schemes, tickets or drawings was then 
read. Here the Stute ciosed. 

THE DEFENSE 
submitted no testimony. Mr. McDonald re- 
fused, however, to submit the case 
to the jury without argument. He 
consumed half an hour in addressing the 
jury. By a studied juggiing of words he took 
the blame from Gilbert’s shoulders and 
placed it on Charles Gitchell, the business 
manager. Mr. McDonald claimed that the bus- 
iness of the sheet was run under two differ- 
ent departments each managed by a separate 
head. He did not say in so many words that 
Gitchell was responsible for the insertion of 
the advertisement, but he gave no ground for 
any other inference. He did mot say tnat 
Gilbert was not responsible, and made his 
strongest argument on the fact that 
THE PROSECUTION 

had not '‘conclusiveiy established that poing. 
They had brought evidence to prove that he 
wasthe head of one department, but had 
presented nothing tending to prove that he 
was the manager of the entire sheet. He then 
went on to explain how an advertisement was 
inserted, and placed all the biame on the 
Shoulders of the business manager. 

Gitchell was not in court to substantiate Mr. 
McDonald’s statement as to his individual 
liability. Neither did Gilbert take the stand 
in his own behalf. He preferred that Mr. Mc- 
Donald make the case in an argument before 
the jury. He did not much fancy the idea of 
making a defense under oath.

WORLD’S FAIR COMMITTEEMEN ARE con- 
‘  PIDENT OF SUCCESS. 


The Finance Committee More Than Satis- 
fied at the Result of the Collections— 
What Is Being Done in the Different 
States—The Situation in Washington Fa- 
vorable to St. Louis. 


. LTHOUGH the meet- 
jng of the chairmen 
of the subcommit, 
tees on finance which 
was held on Saturday 
night at the World’s 
Fair headquarters 
was not very largely 
attended, this must 
not be considered as 

» indicative of any de- 

% ficiency in the sub- 
Sp scriptions made dur- 

ing the second col- 

lection. As a matter 
| * of fact, these sub- 
scriptions have been very much larger than 
had been counted upon, and the members of 
tne Finance Committee, least inclined to be 
enthusiastic, are confident that the assess- 
ment of $5,000,000 will be yery considerably 
exceeded. 

MERCHANTS RESPONDING LIBERALLY. 

The cause for the small attendance at the 
meeting was the near approach of the Christ- 
mas season, and the general extension of 
business hours consequent upon it. ‘The 
chairmen of the subcommittees were absent, 
not because they had nothing to report, but. 
because the rush of trade, which is said to be 
greater than at any previous Christmas, was 
so large as to require the close attention oftbe 
great majcrity. As an instance of the success 
which has attended the collectors on their 
second round, the case ofthe lumber dealers 
may serve. This committee was very con- 
siderably behind its assessment, which 
amounted to $50,000. The collectors went out 
to raise the sum allotted to them and when 
the figures were added it was found that 
instead of $50,000 the donation of the lumber- 
men to the World's Fair fund would amount 
to $68,000, with several large dealers still 
to hear from. Similar reporte have been 


received from many other committees, there 
is scarcely any complaint made of want of 
liberality, and the members of the committee 
are more than satisfied with the position of 


affairs. 
AT WORK AMONG THE PEOPLE. 

In the meantime the various committees to 
which have been assigned the agitation in 
favor of St. Louis in other States have not 
been idle, but have kept up a very active cor- 
respondence, the results of which will, 
it is expected, be abundant! mani- 
fest when Congress assemblies after the 
Christmas recess. The fact is recognized that 
the best time to bring home pressure to bear 
upon the members of the House of Represent- 
atives isa during the holiday recess, when 
nearly all are among their constituents. The 
necessity of impressing strongly upon the 
Congressmen the feeling in favor of St. Louis 
that exists in their districts bas been ex- 
plained to the friends of this city living in 
other States, and whenthe Representatives 
reaeh their homes the local committees will 
see that the matter 
to their attention. St. Louis, 
stated, is the only city that has carried the 
system of committees in other States to any 
extent, and in this it possesses a great ad- 
vantage, as the influence of support in the 
home district is far more effectual than that 
brought to bear by residents of other States at 
the national capital. From nearly all the 
Western and many of the Southern States 
assurances have been received thatthe auxil- 
lary committees wiil bring this pressure to 
bear, and it is confidently predicted that the 
gain made by &t. Louis during the holidays 
will amount to at least 30 votes, and may run 
up to 50. 

THE SITUATION IN WASHINGTON. 

The news from Washington has been stead- 
ily improving, and the reports of those who 
have just returned from that city, inciuding 
Congressman Niedringhaus, areto the effect 
that St. Louis is now in the lead. The last 
canvass of the House of Representatives made 
by the St. Louls Committee In charge of af- 
fairs at the National Capital showed this city 
to be buttwo votes behind Chicago, which 
wasinthe lead. Since it was made several 
Congressmen have signified their intention of 
voting for thie city who previously were 
in favor of some other location or were non- 
committal, and itis now regarded as reason- 
ably certain that were a vote to be taken as 
soon as Congress reassembles that St. Louis 
would receive a more numerous support than 
any of its rivals. Afactorof the strength 
of this city which should not be forgotten. 
In the sections of the country that naturally 
belong to New York and Obicago 
nearly every Congressman has ex. 
pressed himself as favoring a World’s 
Fair, and has expressed his preference. 
By far the greater number of those who have 
not announced their choice are from the 
Southern States, and it is generally believed 
among politicians that these representatives 
will not take any stand in regard to the 
World’s Fair until the contested election cases 
are settled. The great majority of the uncer- 
tain vote is believed to be strongly inclined to 
St, Louis, and wulle Chicago and New York 
have already developed nearly their full 
strength, 8t. Louis has not done so, and 
therefore stands in a much better position 
than either of its principal competitors.

The Question ef a Protectorate by the 
United States. 

New York, Dec. 2%.—A Cape Haytien 
(Harti) letter to the Times, under date of Da- 
cember 14, says: 

The Port-ah-Prmce papers have already 
published several @ditorials on the subject of 
the suspected and alleged territorial designs 
of the United States. Itis assumed that we 
are anxious to be the self-appointed protect- 


ors of this u py country. La Liberte, pub- 
lished here, replies that such assumptions are 
in truth th If the

American people would ecarcely tolerate. 
Political freedom in Haytiis not the articie, 
that Americans know by the same name at 
home. Here the press is muzzied. No man 
dare express openiy his condemnation of the 
actions of the de facto government. Political 
activity is confined to t citi¢s; the country 
people are, or seem to be, indifferent, as they 
certainly are ignorant. The intelligent senti- 
ment of the untry—as far asa ee oe 
discover it, at least—is one ofkindly feeling 
toward the United Staies. Americans have 
never been so well received here as now. 
President Hippolyte is open in his statements 
that to America the success of the Northern 
cause in the late revolution is due, but side 
by side with his general feeling of grati- 
tude toward usis acompensating fear that 
he will demand something not yet named 
for our help. 

Everybody is busy makip mo 
Coffee, cocoa and logwood are coming do 
from the mountains in large quantities. Itis 
said thatthe imports have never been so large 
and nine-tenths of them come from the 
United States. Oneofthe curious features of 
the import trade of this country isthe com- 
paratively enormous invoices of soap which 
come here. The United States, for the year 
endin June 80, 1888, exported 18,901,768 
poudds of plain soap, and of this 5,199,995 
pounds came to this country, about five and 
two-thirds pounds per bead of population. The 
explanation of this saponaceous demand is 
notexplained by the cleanliness of the peo- 
pie, which is anything but marked in its char- 
acter. It fads its explanation in the master- 
ful methods of washing clothes. Almost all of 
this work is done in the streams and rivers 
and asa consequence at least two-thirds of 
the soap is lost. 

The best indications of the stability of the 
Government is found im the last quotations of 
paper. This money, which August last was 
$1.85 for $1 in gold,is now $1.15,and it is gener- 
ally believed it will eventually reach par.

Charles Roll’s Accidental Breaking of His 
Grandfather’s Mirror.

NRW YORK, Dec. 23.—Charles Roll of New- 
ark, N. J., accidentally broke an old mirror 
four days ago. It had deen given to him 
years ago by his grandfather. The glass was

For 
seventy-five years Mr. Roll ana his relatives 
have been endeavoring to gain ad- 
ditional evidence with which they 
could lay claim to a very wide 
stretch of land in the Mohawk Valley along the 
banks of the Mohawk River. Mr. Roll knew 
perfectly well that hie Holland-Dutch ances 
tor, Jacob Roll, had owued a large tract of 
land there which had been abandoned during 
the French and Indian wars, buthe never 
found any papers by which he could fix the 
position of the land. The document which 
dropped from the mirror back, four weeks 
ago, was an important missing proof that the 
heirs of Jacob Roll, of whom there are 
100, have long been seeking. Har- 
ing found it they will press their 
claim to property near Schenectady, N. 
valued at $6,000,000. The piece of folded 
parchment was a deed from the Indians to Ja- 
cob Koll, giving Roll a clear title to a tract of 
land four milesin length along the Mohawk 
River, beginningin the city of Schenectady 
and running back from the river nine miles. 
The whole town of Amsterdam is believed to 
be included in the Indian deed, as are also 
valuable pr@perties of the New York Central 
Rallroad. An Indian title or deed of land is 
almost impossible to set aside in New 
York State.

complishéd easily. The managers of the firm 
write schoul-boy hands, when er write in 
English. The banks which paid these 
checks were the Bowery National and the 
Oriental, where quite a number of reputable 
Chinese merchants have accounts, and where 
Chu Fong was also a small depositor. It is 
now ascertained that the combined interest of 
Chu Fong in both of the stores did not amount 
to $4,000, and his liabilities have thus far 
been footed up to over $27,000. - 2 
victims are Mr. Stephens of Center street, 
friend of Lawyer Johnson, Chu rene 5 ie. 
toney, $2,000; Mr. Shiels of Brooklyn, 8 

Mr. Yuet "Sing of No. 10 athens 
Square, §500 on a forged check on the Bowery 
National Bank, which the old merchant must 
eventually lose; Mr. Sang Chong of 28 Mott 
street, grocer, $290. But this is Sobably only 
the beginning, as most of his Chinese victims 
are confiding Ohinese laundrymen who were 
known to have given the young scamp ail 
their earnings to bank for them, and learned 
nothing about his rascalities until they came 
to ‘town yesterday, Ih all likelihood the 
amount that Chu Fong stole will go over 
$30,000, and will make him the chief of Chi- 
nese defaulters in the United States. He 
is a Christianized Chinaman. The story of 
his runnine away witb a pretty Ainerican 
girl is now denied, but instead he had simply 
swindled the young lady’s father out of sev- 
eral thousand dollars of borrowed money. The 
first inkiing of Chu Fong’s erokedness was 
made known, when a forged note of Messrs. 
Sinn Qwong On & Oo. of 34 Mott street, made 
out for $1,000 and payable at the Shoe and 
Leather National Bank, went to protest, Law- 
yer H. E. Hopkins of 822 Broadway repre- 
senting Sinn Qwong On. The discovery 
frightened the , fellow and itis said he 
disappeared immediately after he received 
the news. According to Chinese law a blood 
relative is responsible for the debts of 
another. At least it bas been 80 
for years among Chinamen in America. Mr. 
Chu Fong Wing, the head of the Quong Hong 
Long fifm, is an uncle of the defaulter, and 
the Chinese victims of the latter all look to 
him for compensation. Other New York 
cousins of the defaulter seemed to think that 
if Chu Fong has gone to Canada the anthori- 
ties here will be powerless to get him back, 
Owing to the new anti-Chinese law, prohibit- 
ing inese-born sudjects to re-enter the 
United States. — hundred dallars was 
offered yesterday by members of the wong 
Haug Long firm, 5 Mott street, for Chu Fong’s 
arrest. He is said to be a member in good 
standing of a Brooklyn church.
